Few p eo p le realize the in flu en ce that co lleges 
hav e had u p o n p u blic scho o ls. 
It seems all p aren ts wo u ld lik e to hav e their 
children go thro u gh co llege an d get a dip lo ma. 
To satisfy this lo n gin g o n the p art o f the great 
mass o f p eo p le, tho se who are in charge o f the 
p u blic scho o ls are. o f co u rse, o bliged to estab­ 
lish cu rrícu lu ms so the greatest n u mber o f p ar­ 
en ts can get a “ sheep sk in ” fo r their children , 
whether it mean s an y thin g o r n o t. 
This desire o n the p art o f the great mass o f 
p eo p le to sen d their children thro u gh co llege 
has co mp elled the p u blic scho o ls to p u t in their 
cu rrícu lu ms stu dies that will en able gradu ates 
o f the high scho o ls to 
en ter 
co llege. 
Mo st 
ev ery o n e who has had an y thin g to do with 
higher edu catio n , k n o ws that p ro bably less than 
1 0 p er cen t are really able to master a co llege 
edu catio n in which chemistry , higher mathe­ 
matics, lo gic an d p hilo so p hy are stu died to an y 
majo r ex ten t. 
The real su bjects to dev elo p 
the min d can be han dled o n ly by a v ery small 
fractio n o f o u r citizen s. 
Co llege co u rses that 
do n o t dev elo p the min d are reallv a waste o f 
time fo r a stu den t. 
It is mu ch better fo r him 
to realize his sho rt-co min gs an d begin to co n ­ 
cen trate o n so me o n e su bject that he can hav e 
so me chan ce o f masterin g 
than 
to 
flo u n der 
aro u n d with a smatterin g o f this an d that an d 
k n o w v ery little abo u t an y p articu lar thin g. 
^Tn the high scho o l cu rrícu lu ms, a great deal 
o f time an d en ergy o f the p u p il is tak en u p 
attemp tin g to p rep are him fo r a co llege edu ca­ 
tio n . 
Mo st o f this time the p u p il is p u ttin g 
in o n su bjects which do n o t dev elo p his rea­ 
so n in g p o wers an d do n o t help the stu den t to 
learn who m to believ e, o r what to believ e, o r 
ho w to fin d what he is q u alified to do . 
In ­ 
stead o f do in g that, these su bjects simp ly be­ 
wilder him ar» d waste the fo rmativ e p erio d o f 
his life when he has a real chan ce to learn . 
If 
the p u p il 
do es n o t learn when he is in the 
fo rmativ e p erio d, lie has little chan ce to learn 
later. 
It is an o ld law o f n atu re that what 
y o u do n o t u se. y o u lo se. 
If the p u p il do es n o t 
u se his brain in his y o u th, he can n o t u se it 
later. 
So the co lleges hav e co mp elled tho se in au ­ 
tho rity at the high 
scho o ls to 
p u t in 
their 
cu rrícu lu ms 
co u rses 
o f 
stu dy which largely 
waste the time o f the great mass o f p u p il« in 
p u blic scho o ls. 
It seems also u n fair to co mp el the tax p ay ers 
to p ay fo r 
higher co llege edu catio n an d. in so 
do in g, largely disto rt the cu rricu lu m fo r the 
great majo rity o f stu den ts in the p u blic scho o ls 
in o rder that, p o ssibly , 1 0 p er cen t o f the chil­ 
dren with the mo « t activ e min ds will hav e an 
o p p o rtu n ity to get a higher edu catio n at less 
than co st. 
It wo u ld seem that the p aren ts o f 
these children who are n o t able to tak e a co l­ 
lege edu catio n sho u ld n o t be o bliged to help 
su p p o rt state co lleges fo r the ben efit o f the 
few bright p u p ils. 
The bright p u p ils, whether
